A fter bringing W atson back from 
W estminster, following his capture at 
9:30 o’clock 
Monday morning near 
Union Mills, Carroll county, the col­ 
ored man, in a verbal statem ent to 
tho sheriff, implicated Charles Smith, 
another negro, in the jail breaking 
plot, at the same time placing the 
blame for the inspiration of the de­ 
livery upon Collins. 
Had 2 Wooden Keys

Watson told him that Smith, who re­ 
serving a term on a larceny charge, 
made two wooden keys with which it 
was planned to open the lock on the J 
iron-barred door at the rear end of

The two wooden keys, which failed 
to open the lock, were found on W at­ 
son when he was apprehended.

Battlefield This Year Goes Through Upper 
House After Having Been Cut To $48,000 By 
Lower House When Up For Consideration 
Earlier In Session. 


United States Senator David A. Heed, of Pennsyl­ 
vania. late this afternoon advised Herbert L. Grimm, 
editor of The- Gettysburg Time*, that the War-Depart­ 
ment appropriation bill passed by the Senate Monday 
afternoon carries no reduction in the 1928-29 appropria­ 
tion for the Gettysburg National Military park. 
Senator Heed’s telegram to Mr. Grimm follows: 
“GLAD TO VI)\ ISE YOU WAH DEPART­ 
MENT APPROPRIATION BILL PASSED BY 
TUE SENATE YESTERDAY ( ARRIES IN­ 
CREASE 
IN 
GETTYSBURG
